THE HOT WAVE. 


Numerous Fatal Prostrations at Various 
: Points—The Heat Intense. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 18.—A good breeze and 
a slight drop in the temperature made life 
more endurable to-day, although the death 
rate was the largest known in years. The 


mercury at 7 o’clock this morning was 83, and 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon it was rising, 
with 94 in tue shade. At the same hour yester- 
day, it registered 100 deg. Seventeen 
deaths from the heat were reported tothe 
Coroner up to noon, and nearly twice as many 

ersons were progtrated who will recover. 
Nearly all the factories and. mills temporarily 
suspended operations during the heat of the 
day. 8 and Jennis, the two men found 
dead in their beds at Dolan's tavern, yester- 
day, who were supposed to have been pol- 
soned, died from the heat and excessive 
drinking.

SUNSTROKES. 


Treatment at the Dispensary—How to Avoid 
Insolation. 


The premonitory symptom of overheating, 
miscalled sunstroke,’’ said Dr. Warren Priest, 
the City Dispensary physician, this afternoon, 
as he applied a small rubber bag filled with 
broken ice to the naked breast of a man re- 
clining face up on a wire cot, is the fail- 
ure of the perspiration to show itself. The 
state of collapse commonly called sunstroke is 
not dependent upon the direct rays of the sun 
coming into contact with the body. There are 
cases of sunstroke in which the patient never 
sees the light ot the orb of day. These you might 
have heard of, as men in cellars and miners 
hundreds of feet below the surface of the 
earth and excluded from all light except that 
thrown upon them from a gas jet or from a 
lamp. Not to be technical, you might say that 


sunstroke or the over heated condition is 
caused by the pores of the skin becoming 
closed up and the failure of the economy to 
throw off, in the shape of perspiration, its ex- 
cess of heat. ‘his is followed by 
the vessels becoming engorged,the brain filled 
with blood, and dizziness, which finally ends 
in stupor. The normal temperature of the 
body is 9812, and this, in overheated persons, 
sometimes runs up as high as 104. The 
normal pulse, you might say, ia 72. 
In sunstruck cases it goes up to 120, 1830 an

The pulse is very weak, the skin dry and 
totally devoid of woisture, the extremities 
cold and pale in exaggerated cases, while the

DASHED TO DEATH. 


THREE MEN KILLED BY A RUNAWAY CAR | 
IN OWEN TOWNSHIP, INDIANA. 


A Terrible Ride Down an Incline—The Fatal 


Coal-Oil Can—One Woman Burped to 
Death and Two Other Persons Serioasly 
Injured—Watching for Dead Bodies— 
Casulties. . 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 18.—An accident is 
reported as having occurred near Owen Town- 
ship, in Indiana, twenty miles from Jefferson- 
ville, last Saturday, by which three men were 
killed and another badly injured. A large 
force had been employed on the fruit 
farm of Mr. Gus Dean, gathering peaches. 
The principal orchard is situated on a high 
bluff over the river, and a heavy car was 
rigged up on an inclined plane to convey the 
fruittoa boat below. This car was heavily 
loaded, and four men took a seat on it to assist 
in unloading it at the bottom. The car wag 
started, and when about a quarter of the way 
down the hill the ropes which held it back 
broke. The car being free dashed down the hill 
ata terrific pace, and striking a large bump- 
eratthe bottom, was overturned and dashed 
to pieces. One of the men 2 off, and 
striking on his head, broke his neek, dying 
almost instantly. The other three men were 
frightfully crushed, and two have since died, 
the other being in a dangerous condition. 
Only meager particulars of the affair have 
reached this city, and the names of those who 


were killed have not been learned. There 18 
no telegraph station near the place.

DIGS AT DAVITT, 


MESSRS. REDMOND AND DILLON CRITICIZE 
HIS RECENT SPEECHES. 


Archbishop Walsh Endeavoring to Secure a 
Suspension of Evictions—The Egyptian 
Muddle—A Ministerial Crisis at Constan- 
tinople—Trouble Between the French and 
Newfoundland Fishermen — An Urgent 
Tory Whip—Gen. Boulanger’s Letter— 
Foreign News. 


Dont, July 18.—Mr. Redmond, Nationalist 
member of Parliament, speaking at Cool- 
graney, said he deeply respected Mr. Davitt’s 
services, but regretted his latest speech, which 
amounted to a charge that was little short of 
folly against the advice given by the Irish 
leaders, and a charge of cowardice against the 
people. The tenants, Mr. Redmond said, 
ought not to engage in any unequal struggle 
against the bayonets of their enemies. 
Mr. Davitt, replying to Mr. Redmond, said he 
would actin accordance with Mr. Parnell’s 
advice, but would not be dictatedto by any 
sub-leader of the Irish people. Mr. Dillon, 
speaking at Arklow, thanked the people of 
Coolgraney for their admirable adherence to 
the plan of campaign ’’ He was unable to 
refrain from expressing regret at Mr. Davitt’s 
speech finding fault with the advice of the 
Dublin executive. He desired to defend Mr. 
Harrington, whose official position preciuded 
him from replying personally. He hoped that 
in future their petty differences woujd be set- 
tied in the council chamber. 

SUSPENSION OF EVICTIONS DEMANDED. 

Archbishop Walsh of Dublin is endeavoring 
to induce the Government to suspend further 
evictions in Ireland until the land bill has 
been passed by Parliament. He suggests that 
a conference of the subject be held by the 


leaders of the various parties.

MGR. PERSICO IN IRELAND. 


An Interesting Sketch of the Papal Envoy to 
the Emerald Isle. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonvDoN, July 18.—[Copyright.]—The Times’ 
correspondent at Rome telegraphs as follows: 
From a very well-informed source Ihearthat 
the action of Cardinal Manning, which caused 
80 many contradictory reports in reference to 
Mer. Persico’s mission to Ireland, was as fol- 
lows: The mission was to have visited Ireland 
under orders to avoid all relations of a 
compromising kind with partisans on 
either side of the Irish dispute, and 
especially to abstain from identifying itself 
with Cardinal Manning or Archbishop Walsh. 
On learning this the Cardinal informed the 
Vatican that fit came under such conditions 
it would be boycotted, and perhaps insulted. 
This may have been the origin of the report 
that the remonstrances of the Cardinal and 
Archbishop had caused the tarrying of the en- 
voy at Paris under the pretext of waiting to 
receive further instructions.’’ 

A PLAUSIBLE EXPLANATION. 

The direct cause has been amystery, which 
is plausibly explained by the above informe- 
tion and by the action of Mgr. Persico in 
taking up his residence with Archbishop 
Walsh, which action is certainly a strange 
method of getting impartial views on the Irish 
difficulty. But the Italian prelate is too able a 

„person to be permanently misled by any such 
bias, and before leaving Ireland he will proba- 
bly find opportunities to hear the other side. 
Mgr. Persico’s record is a striking filustration 
ot the marvelous opportunities afforded by the 
Roman church fortraining men. Mgr. Per- 
sico, who is to discover for the Pope the truth 
about Ireland in a six-week’s tour from dio- 
cese to diocese, has been engaged in the most 
difficult and delicate missions since he finished 
his studies in Rome atthe age of 23. 

A PERFECT ENGLISH SCHOLAR. 

Saysthe Daily News correspondent: ‘‘He 
belongs to the order of Capuchins, and is a 
perfect English scholar. Hehas been in Tar- 
teary, Thiba and Afghanistan. At Darje Eling 
he founded and directed a college and was the 
Roman Catholic chaplain of the British troops. 
He succeeded in healing the Indo-Portuguese 
schism in 1853, and obtained considerable con- 
cessions from the English Government. Dur- 
ing the Indian mutiny he was made prisoner 
and confined in the fortress of Agra. He re- 
turned to Europe and collected large sums to 
repair the losses of the missions in India. In 
1859 he was again sent on a mission to London, 
connected with Oatholic interests. In 1863 
Pius IX. sent him to South Oarolinato pacify 
the people who were excited by the war of 
secession. He took part in the Ecumenical 
council, going afterwards to Malabar to settle 
some disputes.’’

DR. BULL’S OPTOMETER. 


An Instrument Designed to Ascertain the 
Condition of a Person’s Sight. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, July 18.—At the Academy of Medicine 
yesterday Dr. Javal presented an optometer 
recently made by Dr. G. J. Bull of New York. 
The design of the optometer is to euable an 
oculist to tell instantly what glasses are re- 
quired by far--sighted and near-sighted per- 
sons. The figures marked on the graduated 
scale,at which the subject has to look through 
a lens or asimple aperture, accordingto the 
more or less deteriorated condition of his eyes, 
appear, when the instrument is held as one 
would hold a sheet of paper, to be a series of 
irregular elongated figures, but when viewed 
through the aperture with the optometer 
held as one would hold a telescope, they re- 
solve themselves into small dominoes. These 
Gominoes are arranged in such away that 
the sum of the dots on the furtherest 
domino indicates the degree of far or 
near sightedness, while the number of 
dominoes distinguished indicates the 
focusing power of the eve examined. 
There is another extra-qdinary feature about 
this instrument. Thefoousing power of the 
eye diminishes as age advances, the change 
commending at early childhood. This axiom 
has been borne in mind and applied to draw- 
ing up a column of figures along the line of 
dominoes. As oon as any one tells the num- 
ber of dominoes they see distinctly, his age is 
revealed beyond dispute. The laboratory of 
Sorbonne charged itself with some expensive 
engraving necessary for perfecting Dr. Bull’s 
inetrument. a

This wool was, until this season, broughtin sall- 
ing vessels to American ports on the Pacific 
and shipped over the Northern Pacific Railroad 
to Boston and other points. 

CANADA’S FOREIGN TRADE. 

The Dominion Government will send a com- 
missioner to Asisfor the purpose of promot- 
ing trade between Canada and China and 
Japan. All efforts of the present Dominion 
Government to extend Oanada’s foreign trade 
have been utterly barren of results. The 
foreign trade is still on the decline. Sir 
Alexander Galt and Sir Charles Tupper 
have made great efforts in that direc- 
tion and spent a lot of money over 
negotiations fora treaty with Spain, put they 
accomplished nothing. Acommissidner was 
sent tothe West Indies last winter to report 
upon the best means of developing trade with 
those islands. He came home and recom- 
mended that a subsidy be granted for a line of 
steamers between Halifax and some of the 
West Indian ports, but the Government de- 
clined to adopt his suggestions. It is held that 
it will be utterly impossible to extend Canada’s 
foreign trade on a profitable and permanent 
basis untilthe Dominion obtains the right to 
negotiate commercial treaties on her own ac 
count,

NO FAVORS. 


THE CABLE COMPANY MUST PAY ITS TAXES 
OR ASK NOTHING MORE. 


An Hour Devoted by the Howse Committee 
to the Consideration of the ‘*Compro- 
mise Bill”—A Hot Dispute Over a Little 
Item, While the Cutting Up of the Boule- 
vards Is Consented To—Municipal * 
tors. 


The Mayor, Comptroller, and tne City Coun- 
selor held a consultation on Saturday over an 
application made by the Cable & Western 
Railway Company for a permit to lay 
some track in advance of legislation. 
The application, which would ordinarily 
have deen granted without question, 
was presented to the Mayor. After present- 
ing it the to Comptroller, who happened in 
the office, a conference was held at the con- 
clusion of which Mayor Francis said to the 
Cable representative: ‘‘These beople are in 
arrears for taxes for two years. 

„„es, sald the gentleman. dut they are 
going to pay up that claim.’’ 

The city can’t go on promises; however, 
I’ll consider this.“ 

A few moments later the Mayor’s Secretary 
presented the Cable Company’s representative 
with a written denial of the application. This 
is the second time the Cable Companny 
has been given evidence of this 


purpose on the part of the city officers. When 
a dill was introduced asking for the right of 
way to form a loop at the down-town terminal 
the city embodted in it a provision it 
inoperative unless the delinquent tax is paid. 
The city officers named are determined that 
the Cable Company shall receive no further 
favors until the conditions of the franchise as 
the city understand it, are complied with. 


How Rich Grants Are Made. 


At noon to-day the Railroad Committee of 
the House of Delegates met to consider the 


bill now known as the Forest Park 
Cable compromise. Among other things 
this cable proposes to intersect 


the Lindell avenue boulevard and the Forest 
Park North and South boulevards and to run 
into the park. The projectors of the plan pro- 
ose to build a $4,000 depot in the park. 
Messrs. Sullivan, Hays and Gartenbach 
ofthe committee and Messrs. Tredway and 
Attorney Taylor, representing the company, 
and Mr. George D. Capen, who ‘‘buzzed’’ Mr. 
Tredway considerably during the hearing, 
were present when this — section was 
reached. Notwithstanding the high 
thermometrical readings in the committee- 
room this party of hurdlers jumped the 
propositions to cutup the two handsome boule- 
vards and to make a railroad yard of the park 
and fell wrangling in a bunch over the control 
of the proposed palatial depot which 
is to cost $4,000. Mr. Taylor misunder- 
stood a proposition that was made by one 
of the committeemen. He thought the sug- 
gestion wasto give the Park Commissioner 
control of the depot. He rose from his chair 
to announce that the company would notac- 
cepta bill which proposed that they should 
turn ower a %,000 depot to the city. 
A delegate took notber view of the 
question, and aske® if they proposed to 
hold the building outside of the control of the 
Commissioner, so thatthe grant would also 
include the privilege of selling whisky at 


2 o’clock in the morning. Mr. Capen 
appreciated the point and suggésted that 
the words ‘‘according to the rules and 
regulations of the park’’ be added. 


There seemed to be a division ofopinion as to 
whetherit was a better plan to cut up the 
boulevards in two places or to put down 
double tracks leading to the loop in the 
park—a little arrangement giving the 
company decided terminal advantages 
and saving the expense of buying 
property foraloop or running through less 
profitabie territory. While this important 
grant was under consideration Delegates Stone 
and Sullivan were called away on some pri- 
vate business. No conclusions were arrived at 
as faras an outsider could judge.

THE PRESIDENIIAL TRIP. 


Thousands Greet Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland at 
Every Stepping Place. 

UTica, N. T., July 18.—The Presidential 
party reached Utica from Forestport on 
Gen. Z. G. Priest’s private coach at 9:45 o’clock 
this morning. Secretary Fairchild and wife 
accompanied Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland. Super- 
intendent Priest took charge of the train on the 
New York Central Railroad asfar as Canas- 
tota. No. 475, with Engineer Jacobs in 
charge, drew the party out of this station at 
9:56 a. m. As the connecting tratn for 
Cazenovia will not leave Canastota until 11:30, 
a special train will be run at a moderate rate 
of speed, slowing up at Oriskany and Rome, 
stopping possibly at Oneida. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland look quite well. The night and this 
morning have been most exhausting. A heavy 
rain fell at intervals, but this added to dis- 
comfort rather than cooled the atmosphere. 


At 10:30 o’clock the Presidential party passed 
through Rome. It was not generally known 
at what time they would arrive there, conse- 

uently there were not over 10 people at the 
— These flocked to the track and 
watched the special train as she made her way 
slowly along. President Cleveland was on 
the rear platform of the single car, which the 
engine drew, in full view of the people. As 
the car reached the depot he doffed his hat 
and bowed graciously twice to the admiring 
crowd. Thecar ran very slowly but did not 
stop. Mrs. Cleveland and Secretary Fairchild 
were standing just within the door and smiled 
in appreciation of remarks that were 
made by ladies who were trying to get a full 

lance at her fair face. They were only vis- 

le for a short time before the train passed 
out of sight, bearing ite illustrious passengers 
on their westward journeyto the home of the 
President's youth. The party passed through 
Oneida at 10:48 o’clock. Long be ore the train 
arrived large crewds coliected in front 
of the Allen House, awaitmg bis arrival. The 
Oneida Battery fired two minute guns as the 
Presidential ogy left Utica, which resulted 
in filling all the available ground in front of 
the hotel. The President's car drew in just as 
the 10:37 o’ clock train was passingout. The 
crowd surged around the rear end of the car 
and greeted the President with lond cheers as 
heand his wife appearedon the back plat- 
form. 

ENTHUSIASTIC HAND-SHAKING. 

Then followed five minutes of most enthus!- 
astic hand-shaking. Everyone crowded and

reach, while Mrs. Cieveland stood in the 
doorway and smiled and nodded pleas- 
antly to the ladies. Just efore 


the train started, an old lady, who was trying 
vainly to get to the Presiaent, was noticed by 
him. Let that old lady come up, he said to 
several men who were standing in her way. 
The old lady’sface fiushed with pleasure at 
this kindness aad she shook his hand heartily. 
The President and his party were again en- 
thusiasticaliy cheered as the car moved on. 
. GREETED BY THOUSANDS. 

SrracusE, N. V., July 18.—The special train 
withthe Presidential party arrived at Canas- 
totaatllo’clock.

MEN’S HATS. 


Some of This Year’s Styles—Boston Heads 
are Big, but Getting Smaller. 


From the Boston Herald. 


The latest novelty for summer wear is a 
hat made of the fiber of a gourd grown in 
the Southern States. It is very light and 
airy, and is manufactured in this clty. 

There are a great number of large 
heads in Boston,“ remarked a hat sales- 
man Saturday, but observations from 
year to year show that as a rule heads are 
getting smaller here.“ 

What is the average size!“ 

In Boston it is 7% at present, while in 
Chicago it is only 6%. Heads are rounder 
in Chicago than at the Hub. Smaller 
sizes are also worn in New York. Why, I 
bave known a dealer in New York to put 
a number 8K hat in the window with a 
sign that it would be given to any person 
with a head large enough to fit it. We 
wouldn’t dare to make such an offer in 
Boston, for we would have to give away 
too many hats. We have an order now to 
make ans hat for a customer.“ 

How large a one did you ever con- 
struct?’ . 

We had an order for a 9% hat last 
year, which represents a head 30 inches 
in circumference. The ordinary No. 7 
size is 22% inches around the head. There 
are eight sizes in straw Hats for men, 
ranging from 6% to 7%, and in dress hats 
there are seven additional sizes.“ 

There is an impression that this is an 
‘off year’ for straw hats. What do your 
sales show?“ 

»The trade has been very fair, and is 
rapidly on the increase. The large variet 
of Derby hats put upon the market this 
year somewhat interfered with the early 

usiness, but not materially. There is a 
good trade now with people from the 
South and West, who are passing through 
the citv to Northern summer resorts. As 
a rule, men put off 1 bey straw hats as 
late as possible, for they do not like to 
wearthem, but afew more warm days 
will hurry them up.” 

What style seems to be the rage this 
year, if any?’’ 

A good many of the English Dunstable 
flat-brim hats are sold. At first glance 
one might think the brim would soon get 
outof shape, but it is made double to keep 
it stiff.

Those who sympathize with Liberal En-

They know that SHERMAN cannot 
beat BLAINE in a hand-to-hand contest, 
and they have every reason to hope that 
if BLAINE should conclude not to take the 
nomination himself he will be guided by 
family relationship,the Cameron influence 
and the New York and bank influence 
in giving it to SHERMAN as the next 
strongest man in the convention, consol- 
ing ALLISON, LINCOLN and others with the 
second place and with promises of cabinet 
positions or first-class foreign missions. 
There may beatussle here aud there to 
adjust the preponderance as between 
BLAINE and SHERMAN in the composition 
of State delegations, but these contentions 
will be kept within bounds. No very close

Workingmen and the Tarif. 
From the New York WORLD. 

At a meeting of the Protective Tariff League 
in this city on Tuesday night the speaker de- 
clared that ‘‘20 per cent reduction in the tar- 
‘iff meant 20 per cent reduction in the wages of 
the workingmen,’’ and the report says the 
assertion was greeted with ‘‘applause.’’ 

Workingmen who use their brains as well as 
their hands would never applaud such 
ridiculous clap-trap as this. They know that 
wages have always been higher in this coun- 
try than in the Old World, alike under low 
tariffs and high tariffs, as they would be with 
no tariff. They know also that the wages in 
the non-protected industries here are rela- 
tively higher than in the protected industries, 
compared with the wages abroad. And they 
know that in free-trade Kugland wages are 
higher than in any protectionist country of 
Europe. 

If these unthinking applauders believed 
what they claqued, they must hold a Repub- 
lican President and two Republican Secreta- 
ries of the Treasury, a Republican and Protec- 
tionist Tariff Commission and a Republican 
and Protectionist Congress guilty of an at- 
tempt to reduce the wages of workingmen 20 
per cent. For all of these recommended, 
urged and promised a 20 per cent reduction of 
the tariff in 1883. Through trickery and chi- 
canery they really reduced it less than $ per 
cent, but they promised to do just what the 
hired defenders of war taxes and combined 
monopolists now protest should not be done. 

The value of applause depends not upon its 
noise, but upon the intelligence and honesty 
that inspire it. Unnecessary war taxes are a 
greater burden to workingmen than to any- 
body else. 


More About Brawler Tuttle.

Brawler Tuttle, who has by persistent climb- 
ing and crawling folsted himself upon the 
Grand Army of Iowa, as its Commander, and 
who wasthe first to protest against decent 
respect to the President because he had vetoed 
the dependent pension bill, has a pension 
record that is in entire accord with his brawl- 
ing efforts to strip the Grand Army of its well- 
earned honor and public respect. 

While in the army and for twelve years after 
the war, Tuttle was a brawling Democrat and 
persistent place-seeker. He was nominated 
by the Democrats for Governor, the Legisla- 
ture and other offices, but with such unsatis- 
factory success that he changed his political 
base in 1876, and turned upa brawling Re- 
publican, and be has since then been just as 
intolerant and as boisterous and as senseless 
as a Republican as he had been when a 
Democrat. 

Tuttle could not see any immediate prospect 
for office, but he at once scented the flesh-pots 
of the Pension Bureau, and he discovered 
then for the first time that his health had been 
seriously impaired while in the army. Under 
the arrears of pensions act he swooped down 
on the Pension Department in 1878 for a pen- 
sion with arrears from 1864. It required him 
fourteen years to discover that he was dis- 
abled in the war, and that he had been dis- 
abled all the time, but he caught on bravely 
and scooped in his arrears for his fourteen 
years of ignorance of his disability. 

It is just such pensioners who have brought 
the only stain that now dims the lustre of the 
honored veterans of the war,and it is just 
such brawlers who are now gravely threaten- 
ing the unity and self-respect of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Let the brawlers go.

In 
fact, ‘‘this war’’ is Halstead’s chief joy, and 
so long as he lives and has his health there will 
be notruce. But Halstead, M., is not always 
lucky. The unrepentant rebels will persist in 
going about their business, building railroads 
and cotton mills, and developing the material 
resources of the Tate Confederacy in shameless 
disregard of the warlike wishes and needs of 
Halstead, M. To a trafficker in sectional 
hate nothing could be more disgusting than 
the indecent fondness for the plow and the 
loom shown by the rebels, who, according to 
Halstead, should be perpetually in the saddle. 
But in other things good luck is not Halstead’s 
portion. He recently denied with partisan 
emphasis that more Union veterans were em- 
ployed in the Federal service under this Ad- 
ministration than under any previous Admin- 
istration. The returns are not all in, but it is 
shown in our Washington dispatches that in 
the Department of the Interior 884 Union 
veterans have places against 770 under Presi- 
dent Arthur. To be sure, this is only one de- 
partment out of many? But the showing it 
makes is extremely significant, since it is at 
present under the control of a ‘‘Rebel Briga- 
dier.’’ These figures are bad for Halstead, 
M., but the friends of the Administration will 
thank him for causing their publication, since 
they expose the falsity and the purely partisan 
purpose of the assertion that the present Ad- 
ministration is hostile to Union veterans. 


Investigating an Eclipse. 
From the Springfieid Republican. 

The total eclipse of the sun on August 18 will 
last 342 minutes, and ifthe present arrange- 
ments are carried out, the eclentific world will 
know more about solar phenomena than it 
does now. The shadow of the moon first 
strikes the earth at Berlin, and passing to the 
eastitwillrun across Russla and Siberia to 
the sea of Japan and Japan iteelf. Fortunately 
for scientific observers the Russian overland 
telegraph line follows the eclipse over most 
of its course. It will take about two hours 
for the shadow to pass from Russia to 
Japan and Prof.Todd of Amherst College, who 
has charge of the American eclipse expedition 
to Japan sent out by the National Academy of 
Sciences, has suggested that the telegraph can 
be utilized during these two hours. If a dis- 
covery is made by astronomers in Russia the 
news can be telegraphed east and verifications 
can be made. Russian scientists are organiz- 
ing expeditions, the goverr ment co-operating 
with them. Several eminent English astrono- 
mers are already at Moscow preparing for the 
event, and telescopes are being forwarded 
trom Germany, Italy, France and other coun- 
tries into Russian territory.

Products of Oll Wells.

Statistics show that 53,000 wells have been 
drilled in Pennsylvania and New York since 
the discovery of petroleum, at acost of $200,- 
000,000. These wells have produced 310, 000, 000 
barrels of oil, which were sold at the wells for 
$500 ,000,000. This represented a profit to the 
producer of $300,000,000. The amount of oil 
exported is placed at 6,231,102,923 gallons.

LONDON, July 5.—Some of the society paper 
make a great feature of attacks on the Ameri.

as crazy after royalty, court favor and eager 

in striving to make acquaintance wit) the ti. 
tled people. One of the oftenest repeated 
stories is that American women come in 
great crowds to be presented at court, and that 
it requires the united efforts of the Lord Cham. 
berlain and the United States Minister to re- 
Strain this mob. I met the editor of one of the 
society papers theother day, and! asked him 
where he got all his wonderful facts about 
American women. His reply isa strange con- 
fession: Tou would not suppose,“ said he 
„that I am a great admirer of Americas 
women. Ithink they are the most agreeable 
and attractive class of ladies in the world. I 
go almost entirely with Americans in London. 
I would not sit down and talk with an English. 
woman except undercompulsion. English. 
women are too dull and commonplace. 1 
preter the society of American women. Next 
to them in vivacity and agreeablenessI rank 
the French and the Irish ladies. 

But why are you always criticizing them 
80 severely in your paper?’’ 

JEALOUS OF AMERICAN WOMEN. . 

**Oh,’’ was his reply, the American women 
do not read my paper. It is gotten up for En- 
glishwomen. I discovered some time ago 
that Englishwomen are very jealous of the 
prominence given to American ladies in Lon. 
don society, so I began this running fire on 
the fair invaders of the most sacred precincts 
of London society, and the result is an 
enormous increase in my circulation. Every 
dull, heavy-minded Engiishwoman belſeves 
that it is the presence of these American 
women in society which prevents her from 
receiving her due share of attention, and con- 
sequently she reads with great pleasure these 
attacks on her successful rivals. The circula- 
tion of my paper has nearly doubled since I 
have adopted this innocent ‘fad’ of poking 
fun at and criticizing American women in 
London.’’ 

THE INDIAN PRINCES. 

The Indian Princes remain still in London.

AT A STAND-STILL. 


THE ARMY TO BE “TIED UP” FOR THE 
WANT OF TRANSPORTATION FUNDS. 


A General Order Issued From Headquarters 
—Large Deficiency in Funds for Mileage 


Cruisers—Postponement of the Opening 
of Bids—A Chance for Ship- Builders. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIspaTCcH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., July 18.—The army ig 


than last for want of funds for transportation 
and mileage purposes. Upon recommenda- 
tion of Quartermaster-General Holabird, a 
general order has been issued from the head- 
quarters of the army, in which it is stated that 
the Quartermaster’s department will not 
hereafter furnish transportation in kind to 
officers traveling under orders. The law re- 
quires that transportation ‘shall be fur- 
nished by the Quartermaster’s department, 
if practicable, but according to Gen. 
Holabird, whose recommendation prompted 
the recent order, it will not be practiced this 
year in any case for the want of funds. Con- 
gress, while it requires the Quartermaster’s 
department to furnish transportation, made 
no extra appropriation for the purpose, and as 
a large amount of the regular transportation 
fund has already been set aside to carry out 
the important changes in stations of troops 
this summer there is little money available to 
pay the trayeling expenses of officers. 
A LARGE DEFICIENCY. 

This condition of affairs necessitates the pay- 
ment of both mileage and transportation by 
the Pay department in all cases, except where 
travel is performed in stages and over land 
grantroads. The Pay department appropria- 
tion for this purpose forthe currant fiscal year 
is only $85,000, or $45,000 less than the appro- 
priation for last year. It is, therefore, diffi- 
cult to see how a very large deficiency in the 
army mileage account is to be avoided during 
the current fiscal year, unless Congress, early 
next winter, should addto the appropriation 
for transportation the amount cut off from 


the mileage fund for thé year. At the close of 
the past fiscal year there was a deficiency of 
over $3,000 on account of mileage. This defi- 
ciency was unavoidable, even with an appro- 
priation of $180,000, when transportation was 
almost exclusively furnished by the Quarter- 
master’s department, and for two months be- 
fore the close of the year travel was altogether 
suspended. The $85,000 for this year will not last 
many months, if last year’s experience can be 
considered asa guide, if transportation and 
mileage are both tg be drawn from it. 
TRIAL OF THE CHICAGO. 

It is stated at the Navy Department that the 
preparations for the trial of the Chicago are 
progressing very slowly. The Boston is nearly 
ready for her trial, and it is thought that with- 
in a few weeks she will be put through the 
six-hours’ speed test. Capt. Ramsey, who 
commands her, reports his cabin to be the 
hottest place on the vessel, and is endeavor- 
ing to devise some scheme by which the tem- 
perature may be reduced., On the Ist of 
August proposals for the construction 
of the Newark, the two nineteen-knot 
vessels and the two gunboats for the new 
Navy are advertised to be opened. It seems im- 
possible at this time to avoid a postponement 
of the date for opening the bids, at least of 
those on the nineteen-knot cruisers. The 
lines of these vesssls are those of the Newark 
and were traced from her plans. The engines 
were to have been similar to those of the Bal- 
timore, now being constructed at Cramp & 
Son’sship-yard. When Chief Engineer Mel- 
ville submitted the tracings of the Baltimore 
machinery to Secretary Whitney, it was 
thought that improvements could be made 
on the engines for the nineteen-knot ships, 
which would make their machinery lighter 
andat the same time more powerful than 
that of the Baltimore. Chief-Engineer Mel- 
ville and his assistants at Cramp & Son's ship- 
yards have been engaged in carrying out the 
instructions of the Secretary for several weeks 
past, but find it impossibie to complete 
their work before the dates fixed for 
the opening of the bids. A postponement 
seems unavoidable. The Interest of the ship- 
builders in these two vessels has been revived 
by the reported change in their machinery. 
They had held aloof because, with the ma- 
chinery of the vessels similar to that of the 
Baltimore, the Cramps would have the advan- 
tage in bidding and be virtually beyond com- 
petition. They now seea glinmer of hope, 
and there is prospect of a lively competition 
for the construction of the vessels.

NATURAL GAS, 


The Wells Being Drilled Near Fdwardsville 
Show No Satisfactory Signs. 

The St. Louis Natural Gas and Ol Company, 

which was organized about the beginning of 

the year, has apparantly been making but 


little progress in the search for 
natural gas in the neighborhood of 
Edwardsville, III. In reality it has been push- 


ing prospects as fast as the circumstances 
would permit. The successful discovery 
of gas depends upon 80 many 
extraneous circumstances, that are 
not within the coguizance of the 

rospector, such, for instance, as water, cav- 
ng, etc., that he must necessarily be very eau- 
tious and do his work very thoroughly so as to 
guard against total defeat from such causes. 

A striking instance of the uncertainties and 
difficulties of drilling was exemplified in the 
driving of the first well by the company 
which it was compelled to aban- 
don at A 700 feet 
on eccount of striking the side of a granite 
boulder which sloped diagonally across 
the line of the well, and through which it was 
impossible to pass. 

About the Ist of February the company 
started its second well, some nfteen feet from 
the first, both of which are located on 
what is known as.the Gaertner farm, 
about three miles north of Edwardsville. 

At the present date the drill has reached a 
depth of 1,500 feet, passing through four dif- 
ferent veins of coal at the distances of 200, 250, 
300 and 350 feet respectively. The veins 
creased in thickness from two to six feet. So 
far the indications of large gas deposits 
have not been encouraging—such as would 
justify its use forcommercial purposes; but 
traces have been met with all along the line of 
the drill. 

All the natural gas and oll deposits 
which have yet been discovered west 
of Central Ohio have been found to 
exist in large quantities only in what 
is known as Trenton limestone, which 
differed from other limestones in its porosity 
and the preponderance of its animai deposits. 
It is not expected the drilis will 
find this stone nearer than 1,600 
feetfrom the surface and it is probable that 
they may be compelled to 92 as low as 2,000 
feet. When they reach that depth, unless the 
gas is found then, the company will abandon 
the search as it is useless to go below the 
Trenton lime rock. 

While the reports of the various scientific 
experts are very. encouraging, the officers of 
the company are not basing many 
hopes on the ultimate success of the 
enterprise. The operations of 
manufacturing establishments in Pitts- 
burg and other Eastern cities, by the use 
of natural and fuel gasesfor heating purposes, 


naturally called the attention of our 
large manufacturers to the advant- 
ages of ite use, and for that 


reason determined to test the gas wells around 
Edwardviiie and if possible utilize their prod- 


ucts for manufacturing urpeses here. 
Should the company fail in its efforts 
to get the natural as it will 


undoubtedly erect large gas worksin East St. 
Louts for the manufacture of fuel das, to be 
conveyed to the city through mains laid un- 
der the river and distributed throughout the 
city for fuel. This, itis said, can be done at a 
cost to the consumer, in large quantities, not 
exceeding 7 cents per 1,v00 cubic feet.

SMOKING IN HOT WEATHER. 


The Devotees of the Weed Take Less of Their 
Favorite Luxury. 


From the Philadelphia Evening News. 
No, thanks, it’s too hot to smoke to-

he tobacco dealers suffer from this re- 
mark more than anybody else. When tae 
thermometer is bumping its head against 
the top figures, and men aretrying for the 
best way to keep cool, fewer cigars are 
sold than in the pleasanter days of spring 
and fall. The men who care have the 
tip of their nose roasted over the lighted 
end of a cigar while their bodies 
are being parboiled in the heat 
of a July sun are few compared with the 
number of habitual smokers. There is,of 
course, a pretty fair Pe ng of smok- 
ers who are very fond of a fragrant weed 
who would not be seen on the street with a 
— og in their mouths, but many of those 
who enjoyacigar at any and all other 
times will during these hot days refuse to 
smoke because of the excessive heat. 

An observant statistician stationed him- 
self on the corner of Tenth and Chestnut 
streets on a recent afternoon when the 
mercury was doing great feats in lofty 
climbing up among the nineties and took 
account of the number of smokers among 
the passers-by. ) 
From 2:30 to 3:30 he stood and counted 
and in that time 2,893 men and boys pass 
him. Of this number a low estimate 
would place 2.000 among the smoking 
class, yet but 204 of them were smoking. 
The idea that the deadly cigarette and the 
seductive pipe were driving the cigar out 
of the market was shown to be a mistaken 
one. Of the 204 smokers who passed 
Tenth and Chestnut streets in that 
single hour 182 were smoking ci- 
gars. These cigars were o al 
shades and complexions, judg- 
ing from the trail of odor ony eee behind 
them. The fragrance of the Henry Clay, 
in the mouth of a stylishly dressed man 
of good circumstances, was frequently 
mingled with the malodorous fumes of a 
‘‘two-for’”’ stinkadora in the mouth of the 
colored dude. Of the 182 cigar smokers 
two were enjoying a dry smoke, one ona 
brand new never-lighted cigar, the other 
on a dirty, ragged, unbitten stump. Both 
the dry smokers were in an awful hurry, 
and looked as if they did not know 
whether their cigars were lighted or not. 
The cigarette was seen in the mouths of 
just twenty smokers, and, strange to say, 
nearly all of the cigarette flends were full 
grown and looked otherwise like men of 
sense. There were but four boys, who 
would appear to be under 17 years of age, 
who had lighted cigarettes in their mouths. 
During the hour but two pipes passed the 
corner. One of these was a briar pipe and 
was sucked by a real Englishman—not the 
imitation article, so often seen behind 
a pipe on Chestnut street—and the other 
was one of those every-day ‘‘T. D.’’ clay 
pipes. Both pipe-smokers were youn 
men and both respectably dressed. Tha 
the smokers prefer the north side is due 
tobably to the fact that the south side 
s the favorite walk of the ladies, and no 
intelligent man with a spark of cousid- 
eration in him will go along the street 
trailing behind him a train of tobacco 
emoke, which is obuoxious to two-thirds 
of the female promenaders. The cigar- 
ette consumers, however, are an = 
tion to this rule, as fifieen or twenty 
victims to the habit puffed the fumes of 
the cigarette into the faces of the ladies 
on the south side. 

The north side of Chestnut street was 
used by 111 smokers and eighty-eight walk- 
ed on the south side, four rode in hacks 
and one occupied the inside seat of a han- 
som.

A “CHRISTIAN HOME.” 


One of the Juvenile Inmates Escapes With 
Shackles on His Feet. 


CHICAGO, III., July 18.—A local paper says: 
Robert G. Ferguson, aged 12, of LaGrange, 
III., who has been confinedin a ‘‘Christian 
Home’’ at Humboldt Park for some time, was 
found on the street yesterday with iron 
shackles on his feet.He tells the following story:

Wallace arrived at the Richmond and Danville 
dock on Friday with 200 tons of old iron con- 
signed to the Old Dominion Iron and Nail 
Works. This iron is what may be called the 
remains of the Confederate gun-boat Vir- 
ginia, formerly the steamship Merrimac, 
which encountered the Monitor in Hamp- 


ton Roads during the late war, causing one of 
the most memorable naval engagements of 
modern times. The Monitor was disabled 
and hauled off and the Merrimac returned to- 
wards Noriolk, but was never in active service 
afterwards, She was afterwards named the 
Virginia. Thearmor-plate was laid aside at 
the Gosport Navy Yard in Portsmouth, after 
she was blown up. by the Confederates and re- 
mained there until a day or two ago, when all 
of it was placed on the Wallace to be brought 
to Richmond. It was sold recently as scrap- 
iron to aNorthern gentleman, who subse- 
guently sold it to the Old Dominion Iron and 
Nail Works. It will be taken to Beile Isle and 
converted into nails. Much of the armor- 
plate shows signs of having passed througha 
severe caunnonading in the numerous engage- 
ments, and has a number of small pieces suit- 
able to be preserved as relics of the celebrated 
engage ment.

THE RESERVE RULE. 


John Ward Writes About the Outrages and 
Abuses of Base Ball. 


John Ward of the New York nine has writ- 
ten along letter to N. E. Young, President 
and Secretary of the League, touching a num- 
ber of abuses that have crept into the game of 
base ball. In speaking of the ‘‘reserve law’’ 
he says: ‘‘In order to justify this extraordinary 
measure and distract public attention ffom the 
real causes making it necessary, the clubs 


tried to shift the blame on the players. They 
declared that players were demanding extor- 
tionate salaries, and thatthe rule was needed 
as a protection againstthese. They attempted 
to conceal entirely the real cause of the 
trouble, which lay in the extravavant and un- 
business-like methods of certain managers 
and in the lack of good faith between the clubs 
themselves. 

»The reserve rule inaugurated a species of 
seridom, which gave one set of men a life es- 
tate in the labor of another, and withheld from 
the latter any corresponding claim. No at- 
tempt has ever been made to defend it on the 

rounds of,abstract rights. Its justification, 
fany, lay only in its expediency, and the con- 
tinuance of this should therefore be its only 
claim to a present existence. * „ In- 
steud of an institution for good, it has become 
one for evil; instead of a measure of protec. 
tion, it has been used as a handle for the ma- 
nipulation ofa trafic in players—a sort of spec- 
ulation in live stock—by which they are bought, 
sold and transferred like so many sheep. 

He then shows that this ‘‘reserve yaw’? is 
now the lawof all the base ball associations, 
—— that a player is powerless before it, and 
adds: 

The crowning outrage of all came in the 
Shape of a resolution adopted by the Amer. 
ican Association at its Cleveland ‘meeting last 
spring. 

**Notsatisfied with the passive conspiracy 
not to hire areserved player if be refused to 
sign with the reserving club, the Association 
actually declared its intention of blacklisting 
him.“ Mr. Ward then alludes to the ‘‘loan- 
ing of players and likens the system tothe 
hiring of a horse for its keep, and adds: En- 
couraged by the 1 inactivity of the 
players the clubs have gone on from one 
usurpation to another, until in the eyes of the 
base ball ‘magnates’ the player has become a 
mere chattel. He goes where he is sent, takes 
12 given bim and thanks the Lord for 

e. ? 

Next he mentions the selling of layers 
and sharply criticises the action of the Chica 0 
elud in seillng Keliy’s services, to which he 
says the club has no right. Further on, he 
says one would naturally suppose that the dts- 
bandment of the club with which he was 
under contract would release the player from 
all restrictions, and such was indeed 
the case until within the last ear. 
But with the expected retirement of the 
St. Louis and Kansas City ciubs a num- 
ber of first-class players were to be thrown 
upon the market who would command good 
salaries if left to contract for themselves. The 
avarice of the clubs was equal to the occasion, 
and the League itself (whatever that may 
mean) reserved these men and peddled them 
out at so much per head. Without any regard 
to the fact that family ties and other codsider.- 
ations bound them to pc rticular localities, the 
pavers were disposed of at the will of the

of the team than anything else is his personal 
supervision over their practice games. In place 
of the usual batting of grounders and flies, 
and allowing the practice to end w.th that, 
Mr.George devotes about fifteen minutes to an 
inspection of each player’s work. Each 
man in turn takes a lace at the bat 
and faces a pitcher until he has batted 
three unsafe balls, or until struck out three 
times. Thus, each player is made to face 
three or four pitchers, each of whom differs 
widely in delivery. The balls are, of course, 
fleided just as if the game was being played. 
Then, in turn, each man practises running 
bases, efforts all the while being made to 
throw him out. Thusis the runner practising 
a quick start on the pitcher. Is it any wonder 
that he has a winning nine?“
